Austin Energy (AE) identified a Critical Business Need for the purchase of an 8,500 pound capacity
underground cable puller for use on the Samsung Fab-2 Expansion project. AE committed to providing
complete power infrastructure to part two of the Samsung facility expansion within the next 11 months.
AE will need to pull approximately 120,000 feet of underground conductor during the job process with
individual pulls of up to 1200 feet. The conductor weighs approximately 10 pounds per foot, and when
combined with the friction generated while pulling through conduit, requires significant pulling power to
install. AE does currently possess underground pulling equipment, but lacks the equipment required to
efficiently perform work on the scale mentioned above. AE needed to purchase this equipment in as short
a time as possible in order to meet agreed upon timeline. The lead time is approximately 22 weeks after
receipt of order.

SUBJECT: Critical Business Need; Underground Cable Puller for Samsung Fab-2 Expansion

ACTION:
As detailed below, and in accordance with City Council-approved purchasing procedures, I am
designating as a Critical Business Need of Austin Energy (AE), the purchase of an 8,500# Capacity
Underground Cable Puller for use on the Samsung Fab-2 Expansion project. We plan to bring an RCA to
Council regarding this issue next month.

BACKGROUND:
Austin Energy has committed to providing complete power infrastructure to part two (2) of the Samsung
facility expansion within the next eleven ( I I ) months. The agreement was actually signed in April, and
the completion date was set at that time. The utility will need to pull approximately 120,000 feet of
lOOOmcm underground conductor during the job process with individual pulls up to 1,200 feet. The
conductor weighs approximately lOLbs. per foot, and when combined with the friction generated while
pulling through conduit, requires significant pulling power to install.

Although Austin Energy does currently possess underground pulling equipment, it lacks the equipment
required to efficiently perform work on the scale mentioned above. Therefore, the utility will need to
purchase this equipment in as short a time as possible in order to meet the agreed upon timeline. There is
a lead time of approximately 22-weeks for delivery after receipt of order for this equipment. This being
the case, prompt action is required in order to meet our commitments.
